Be  it  enacted  by  (he  Legislative  Assembly  of  die  National  Capital  Territory  of  Delhi  in  the  Fifty  First  Year  or 
the  Republic  oflndia  as  Follows  : — 

CHAPTER-! 

PRELIMINARY 

J_  Short  title  and  commencement.- — (1)  This  Act  may  be  called  the  Delhi  Common  Effluent  Treatment 
Funis  AcL  2000,

j£;  2,  Definitions, — In  this  Act,  unless  ilie  context  otherwise  requires  — 

(1)  "'appellate  authority”  means  the  authority  referred  lo  in  sub-dnusc  (2)  of  Clause  13  of  this  Act, 

(2)  “appropriate  authority"  means  the  Commissioner  of  Industries  or  any  other  officer  not  below  Lhc  rank  of 
Joint  Director  mil horised  by  him  front  Lime  (o  lime  in  this  regard. 

O)  “GCTP1’ means  common  effluent  treatment  pi  ant; 

(-1)  “CCTP  society'1  means  a society  constituted  under  clause  3; 

(5)  "clause”  means  a clause  of  ihfs  Act; 
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(6)  “Delhi"  means  (he  National  Capital  Vemlory  of  Delhi; 

{7)  “effluent"  includes  any  liquid,  gaseous  or  solid  substance  which  is  discharged  from  any  premises  used 
for  carrying  on  any  industry  operation  or  process,  or  treatment  and  disposal  system  including  domestic 
sewage.

(9)  “Lieutenant  Governor1'  means  the  Administrator  of  the  National  Capital  Territory  of  Delhi  appointed 
by  the  President  under  an  article  239  of  the  Constitution; 

(1U)  “occupier”  in  relation  lo  any  establishment  factory  or  premises*  means  lhc  person  who  has  conUol  over 
the  affairs  of  the  esiablisluncnt*  factory  or  lhc  premises*  as  the  ease  may  bct  and  includes,  in  relation  to 
any  substance,  the  person  jn  possession  of  [he  substance; 

(II)  “prescribed”  means  proscribed  by  rules  mode  by  the  Government  under  lliis  Act;

CONSTITUTION  OF  CETP  SOCIETIES  AND  THEIR  FUNCTIONS 

Constitution  of  CXTT  socieiitA. — (1)  An  Industrial  csute  either  by  itself  or  aJongwith  one  or  moreindusfnaF 
estates  in  Delhi  and  any  area  included  in  ilic  jurisdiction  of  any  CETP  society  or  societies  may  constitute  a CETP 
society  which, shall  be  registered  under  the  Societies  Registration  Act.  1860  (21  of  i860)  and  duly  approved  by  Llie 
appropriate  authority,  for  111 c purposes  of  performing  such  fun  a ions  including  setting  up  and  operating  a CETP  for  the 
mills  in  that  such  industrial  estate  or  estates,  as  may  be  entrusted  to  such  society 

(2)  Even'  occupier  shall  be  a member  of  that  CETP  society  referred  to  in  sub  clause  (1); 

A.  Function!  of  CETP  societies- — The  CETP  societies  shall  perform  such  functions  as  may  be  prescribed  in 
1 1 le  m)  c s made  u nder  l hi  s Act : 

CHAPTElUIl 

CONSTJ  TUT  ION,  POWERS  AND  FUNCTIONS  OF  APPROPRIATE  AUTHORITY 

5.  Constitution  of  appropriate  authority.— Tire  Government  shall  with  effect  from  such  date  ns  it  may  by 
notification  in  ilie  official  Gazette  appoint,  constitute  an  appropriate  mi  thorny  to  exercise  the  powere  conferred  on,  and 
perform  Lhe  functions  assigned  lo,  (hat  authority  under  [Jus  Act; 

6.  Functions  of  the  appropriate  authority.- — { ])  Subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  Act,  the  main  function  oflhe 
appropriate  authority  shall  be  to  recover  any  unpaid  dues  from  the  occupiers  in  order  to  ensure  the  proper  setting  up. 
ope  ration  and  maintenance  of  the  CETPs  within  Delhi; 

(2)  In  particular  and  without  prejudice  to  the  generality  of  the  foregoing  function,  (Jie  appropriate  authority 
may  perform  ait  or  any  of  the  following  functions,  namely: —

(a)  to  carry  out  the  apportionment  of  the  cost  among  the  occupiers  of  the  CETP  in  respect  of  initial  capital 
cost,  recurring  cost,  operation  and  maintenance  cosi. 

(t>)  To  recover  any  due  from  any  occupier  til  tilt  manner  as  laid  down  in  Lhis  Act 

(c)  To  take  such  other  steps  as  may  be  necessary  for  the  fulfilment  of  the  objects  of  this  Ad  : 

Provided  that  the  society  managing  the  CETP  shall  be  responsible  for  up  gradation  and  technology  of  the 
installed  CETP  as  per  future  requirements.' 

7.  Levy  mid  collection  or  apportioned  costs.,*— (1)  The  appropriate  authority  shall  levy  and  culled  from  each 
occupier  Lhe  apportioned  cost  m fespect  of  the  capital  and  recurring  costs  of  the  CETP 

(2)  The  apportioned  cost  shall  be  payable  by  each  occupier  unite  person/agency  specified  by  the  appropriate 
authority- The  maimer  of calculation  of  the  apportioned  cost  ns  well  ns  collection  from  each  occupier  may  be  ns  prescribed 
by  mlc^  in  this  regard. 

(3)  Every  occupier  liable  to  pay  the  apportioned  cost  under  sub-clause  (2)  shall  furnish  io  the  appropriate 
puilliorily  such  returns,  in  such  form,  at  such  intervals  and  containing  such  particulars  as  may  be  prescribed. 

W If  an  occupier  liable  lo  pay  Lhe  apportioned  cos;  under  sub-clause  (7)  foils' to  furnish  any  reuLurn  under 
Sub-clause  0).  (he  appropriate  authority  shall  give  a notice  requiring  such  occupier  lo  furnish  such  return  before  such 
date  ns  uiny  be  specified  in  the  notice. 

S.  Power  to  obtain  inform  a (inn. — (I)  For  the  purpose  of  enabling  the  appropriate  authority  lo  perform  die 
fund  ions  conferred  on  it  by  nr  under  ibis  Aci  the  appioprinic  authority  or  any  officer  empowered  by  it  in  that  behalf 
may  per  mil  in  writing  a specific  officer  or  officers  in  each  case  to  make  survey  of  any  area  nnd  gauge  and  keep  records 
of  the  flow  or  volume  and  other  characteristics  of  nny  effluent  and  may.  take  steps  for  the- installation  and  measurement 
of  apparatus  mid  works  connected  therewith  including  such  oLlier  steps  as  may  be  necessary  in  order  to  obi  am  any 
i n for  i via  u on  required  foil  lie  purposes  aforesaid.  , 

(2)  The  appropriate  authority  may  give  directions  requiring  any  person,  who,  in  its  opinion  is  discharging 
effluent,  to  give  such  information  nnd'iri  'such  form  as  may  be  specified  in  (he  directions. 
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(3)  Without  prejudice  to  the  provisions  pfsut^clause  (2),  the  appropriate  authority  may  give  directions  to  any 
person  in  charge  of  any  establishment  where  any  industry,  operation  or  process  or  treatment  and  disposal  system  is 
carried  bn,  lo  ftjmish  to  it  inform  a lion  regarding  the  construction,  ins  tall  aiion  ot  ope  ration  of  such  cstabli  shme  nt  or  of 
any  disposal  system  or  of  any  extension  dr  addition  thereto,  in  such  establishment  and  such  other  particulars  as  may  be 
prescribed. 

9 . Tower  of  entry  and  inspection. — subject  to.  the  previsions  of  this  clause,  any  person  empowered  by  (he 
appropriate  aurhority  in  this  behalf  shall  have  a right  ata  ny  lime  to,c  nice;  with  such  assistance  as  he  considers  necessary, 
any  place  for  the  purpose  of  performing  any  of  the  functions  of  the  appropriate  authority  as  may  be  prescribed  i n rules. 

tf).  Interest  payable  for  delay  in  payment  of  dues. — If  any  person-fails  to  pay  any  amount  payable  under 
i his  Act  within  the  dale  specified  in  the  order  made  under  sub-clause  (2)  of  Act  (7),  such  person  shall  be  liable  lo  pay 
ini  crest  on  the  amount  lo  be  paid  at  the  rate  of  one  and  half  per  cent  for  every  month  or  part  of  a month  comprised  in 
die  period  from  Lhe  dare  on  which  such  payment  is. due  lilt  such  amount  is  actually  paid. 

J 1 . Penalty  for  non -pay  men  (within  specified  time,— If  any  amount  payable  by  any  person  is  not  paid  within 
the  date  specified  in  the  order,  it  shall  be  deemed  to  be  in  arrears  and  the,  appropriate  authority  may,  after  such  inquiry 
as  it  deems  fit,  impose  on  such  person  a penalty  not  exceeding  the  amount  in  atreais: 

Provided  that  before  imposing  any  such  penalty,  such  person  shall  be  given  a reasonable  opportunity  of  being 
heard  and  ir  after  such  hearing  the  appropriate  authority  is  satisfied  that  the  default  was  for  any  good  and  sufficient 
reason,  no  penal  ty  s ha  11,  be  imposed  under  Ibis  clause.

11  Appeals.— (1)  Any  person  aggrieved  by  an  order  made  by  the  appropriate  authority  may,  within  thirty 
days  from  the  date  on  which  such  order  is  communicated  to  him,  prefer  an  appeal  to  such  aiulioriiy  (hereinafter 
referred  to  as  the  appellate  authority)  as  the  Government  may  think  fit  lo  constitute: 

Provided  that  the  appellate  authority. may.1 entertain  lhe  appeal  after  the  expiry'  of  the  said  period  of  ililrty 
days  if  such  authority  is  salilElccI  that  lhc  appcllan[Ayas"pmenicd by  sufl^cicnLcasiic  froni  filing  the  appeal  in  time, 

(2)  An  appellate  authority  may  consist  of  Financial  Commissioner  of  the  Govt,  of  NCT  of  Delhi  or  any 
other  "officer  or  equivalent  rank  as  Chairperson  and  one  expert  in  the  field  of  public  health 
engineering  and  one  person  in  the  field  of  Finance  or  Taxation  as  members. 

(3)  The  form  and  manner  in  which  an  appeal  maybe  prefe  Red  under  sub  -clause  (lj.  the  fees  payable 

for  such  appeal  and  [he  procedu re  to  be  followed  by  Uie appellate  authority  shall  be  such  as  may  be 
prescribed.  ^ 

(4)  On  receipt  of  an  appeal  preferred  under  sub-clause  (l), .the  appellate  authority  shall,  aftergiving  lhe 
appellant  and  the  appropriate  authority  an  opportunity  of  being  heard,  dispose  of  the  appeal  within 
ninety  days  offer  first  hiring  of  the  appeal. 

14*.  Maintenance orCETPs,— rThc:CETPs shall  be  operated  and  maintained  effectively  and  efficiently  by  the 
CETP  societies  subject  to  such  conditions  as  m^v  %be  specified  by  a notification  issued  by  the  Government.  In  ease  the 
Government  considers  that  the  CETP,  society,  has  foiled  to  effectively  and  efficiently  discharge  its . duties  of  ope  mi  ion 
and  ala  in  ten  a nee  then  after  giving  due  noficc;as  prescribed  by'  rules  lhe  Government  may  by  notification  in  lhe  Official 
Gazette  authorize  any  non-go  vern  merit  or£aniza  lion , local  ,body  or  any  sucli  other  authority  as  if  may  consider  fit,  to 
operate  and  maintain  lhe  plant  efficiently  and  effectively.

[his.  Acl.  issue  any  directions  in  writing  to  any  oqcupicrf  society,  person  officer  or  authority,  and  such  occupier, 

society,  person  officer  or  authority  shall  be  bound  lo  comply  Avilh  such  directions. 

Exp  lunation,— For  the  avoidance  of  doubis,  it  is  hereby  declared  Hint  the  power  lo  issue  directions  under  this 
clause  includes  the  power  to  dereci — 

(u)  the  closure,  prohibition  or  regulation  of  any  industry-  establishment,  operation  or  process;  or 
(b)  the  stoppage  or  regulation  of  supply  of  electricity,  water  or  any  other  service. 


CHAPTER-IV 

PENALTIES 

17.  Failure  to  comply  with  directions,— (I)  .Whoever  fails  to  comply  with  pie  diicctipns  given  under  sub- 
clause  (2)  or  sub-clause  (3)  of  clause  S \Vilhin  such  lime  as  may'be  specified  in  the  dirbclioh-,shallL be  liable  lo  pay  a 
penaliY  which  may  extend  upio  ten  thousand  rupees  arid  in  case  the1  failure  con  dimes,  with  ah  additional  penally  which 
may  extend  up  lo  five  hundred  rupees  for  every  day  during  which  such  failure  continues  after  the  imposition  pf  the 
penally  for  the  firsi  such  failure.

(2)  In  particular  and  without  prejudice  to  the  generality  of  the  foregoing  power,  such  rules  may  provide  far 
all  or  any  of  the  following  mailers,  namely  : — 

(»)  prescribing  the  fund  ions  to  be  performed  by  CETP  societies; 

(b)  the  manner  of  calculating  llicnpporhoned  cost  payable  «nd  collection  thereof  from  each  occupier. 

(C)  prescribing  returns  to  be  furnished  to  the  appropriate  authority  by  every  occupier,  the  fanw  in 
which  such  returns  shall  be  furnished  and  the  intervals  at  which  and  particulars  to  be  contained  in 
such  returns.

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session  for  a total  period  or  thirty  days  which  may  bo  comprised  in  one  session  or  in  two  or  more 
successive  sessions  and  if,  before  the  expiry  of  the  session  immediately  following  the  session  or  (he 
successive  sessions  aforesaid,  the  House  of  the  Legislative  Assembly  agrees  in  making  any  modification

with  (he  provisions  of  Lhis  Act.  ns  appear  to  it  to  be  necessary  or  expedient  for  removing  the  difficulty; 

Provided  that  no  such  order  shall  be  made  alter  the  expiry  of  the  period  of  two  years  from  the  date  on 
which  (his  Act  comes  into  force. 

(2)  Every  order  made  under  this  clause  shall,  as  soon  as  may  be  after  iL  is  made,  be  laid  before  ihe  Legislative 
Assembly  of  Delhi,
